4. The new search performed for the RCE yielded relevant art, however none that would 
deem the current application rejectable under the statutes of the patent law. Dobes et al. and 
Handler et al. teaches cable modem ability to access to multiple service providers (Fig. 12, 
element SI 204) and dynamically allocating address to cable modem (Fig. 12, element SI 206), 
however does not indicate the ability for the user to switch from one network to another, much 
less the method limitations disclosed by the applicant needed to switch networks and change the 
network address on the cable modem. Demirtjis et al. teaches user selecting the ISP during 
login (Col. 8, lines 14-34) but does not disclose the ability switch networks upon request.
